SHOWS GRAVITY 
OF WAR THREAT 


W ashington. Aug. 25 <AP> 
P resi­ 
d en t Ftooscvelt’s fourth appeal to 
Adolf H itler in less than a year 
brought forcibly hom e to W ashing­ 
ton officials today the gravity w ith 
w hich lie views the European crisis. 
To m ake the appeal, the President 
had to overcome the fact Ire had 
not re-.Dived any reply with H itler 
to his last message in April. 
A ctually he had received som e­ 
th in g in the nature of a reply—one 
of the longest H itlerian .speeches on 
record, delivered IO days a fte r re ­ 
ceipt of the P resid en ts April tele­ 
gram . 
A nother indication of the serious­ 
ness of the situation was given by 
Hie fact the President sent his m es­ 
sages to H itler and to P resid en t 
Moseicki, of Poland, only a 
few 
hours afte r he appealed to King 
Victor Em m anuel, of Italy, to in te r­ 
vene in the cause of peace. 
B ut he did not w ait for th a t in ­ 
tervention either to be m ade or to 
take effect. 
A pparently feeling this 
contd not be enough to Trtop a core*- 
filet, the President added his own 
pleas directly to the prospective con­ 
tenders.
